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Edmonton Force Acted Wisely 
in Quelling Disturbance, 
Says Judge 

l * '■ • 

Edmonton, June 12. — Judgment 
handed down by Mr. Justice Walsh to 
the City Council last night in con¬ 
nection with the police investigation 
finished last week completely freed # 
the city police of all the charges that 
xvere laid against them by the or¬ 
ganised miners as a result of a strike 
disturbance at the Penn mine in the 
late afternoon of January 4 last. The 
charges were; 

First—That the city police force, 
| In dispelling the crowd, brutally 
clubbed women with clubs and other 
missiles. Inflicting serious Injuries. 

Second — That Chief Co n st abl e 
Shute fired.a number of shots. 

Third—That the Chief of Police 
was Intoxicated at the time. 

A Total Abstainer. 

* Tho third chart* was dropped by 
the complainants during the Inquiry, 
xvhen It was found that the Chief of 
Police waa a total abstainer. 

The report clearly Rots out the fact 
that the mem be re of the police fores 
wore acting within their Jurisdiction, 


and if any injuries were received of 
any of the miners or wives of strik¬ 
ing miners, the blame could only bo 
placed upon themselves. 1 . 

According to the evidence which 
was submitted at the Investigation, 
a crowd of striking miners and wo¬ 
men. numbering in all about lfO. at* 
tempted to gain entrance to the I>nn 
mine grounds on January 4 and so* 
curt the sympathy of the miners, who 
wore working at the mine. Mounted 
police who were at the mine at-v 
tempted to keep the mob from com¬ 
ing on the grounds, but ware not en¬ 
tirely successful. Later their num- 
l»ers were augmented by the city po¬ 
lice foree, who ordered the crowd to 
disperse, but this order was not com¬ 
piled with. The crowd, consisting of 
about 100 women and 60 men. with 
the women in the leod, continued to 
pres* forward, and in the melee that 
resulted a number of women and 
some of the men were injured so a 
restRlt, the police contended, of being 
tramped under foot by their own 
number* 

Acted With Judgment. 

In concluding hlo report, lir. Jus- 
lice Walsh said: 

"In my Judgment. Chief Shute and 
his men and their aseoclates of the 
Mounted Police, acted with good 
Judgment and considerable modera¬ 
tion under ctrcumstancee of g ll il 
provocation.

SAYS INCREASE IN 
COST OF LUMBER 

NOT EXCESSIVE 

The increase In the cost of lumber 
ie not exceaslve In comparison with 
the added coat of production. In the 
opinion of T J. Humblrd, president 
of the Victoria Lumber Company, 
who has been on the Islam! for a 
few days. 

In the lumber trade, he pointed out. 
the hours of labor had decreased 
from ten hours a day to eight hours; 
ths wages had. on ths other hand, 
gone up vary materially, and ths 
efficiency was much lower. Thq 
lumber trade could not separate It¬ 
self from other lines of Industrial 
work. These had experienced similar 
disturbing Influences, which in turn 
reflected themselves In ths lumber 
bustness and so they found, for In¬ 
stance, that ths railroad transporta¬ 
tion costa had Increased very con¬ 
siderably. 

Crop and general Industrial condi¬ 
tions Indicate a heavy demand for 
lumber. Mr. Humblrd said. 

He pointed out that there 1s a 
shortage of housing accommodation 
throughout the oountry. which dates 
back to war times. This demand 
must be filled to a great extent at 
least, so thst there Is now no diffi¬ 
culty In finding an absorbing market 
locally for all ths lumber that is not 
required for foreign trade, and along 
the lines Indicated In an Industrial 
way. 

DEMANDS PURDY’S 7 
QUALIFICATIONS 

The City Council simply received 
and filed a letter from C. C. Pember¬ 
ton, demanding the credentials and 
qualifications of Parks Superintend¬ 
ent Thomas Purdy, and read before 
the Mayor and aldermen last night 
Mr. Pemberton's letter was a sequel 
to a recent debate in the Council 
when Alderman David Learning as¬ 
serted that Mr. Purdy was spoiling 
city boulevard trees by a mistaken 
system of pruning.

VICTORIA VETERANS 
TO JOINBE-UNION 

Big Delegation Will Attend 
Convention at Vancouver 
Opening June 30 

The news contained in a tele¬ 
graphic dispatch that the Saskatche¬ 
wan Provincial command Great War 
Vateranx’ Association had decided to 
send no delegates to the re-union of 
returned men at Vancouver, June 20 
to July 7. on account of the railway 
concession of one cent a mile being 
limited to delegates only, was the 
first intimation in Victoria that ths 
special rate had been curtailed. 

One cent a mile for all veterans 
throughout Canada wishing to at¬ 
tend the convention was originally 
figured upon." Even with the rate 
limited to delegates It Is anticipated 
that the gathering will easily rank 
as amopg the largest ever held on 
the Pacific coast. 

The cheaper rate applies only 
where the fare is higher than 95, but 
the Victoria ex-.soldiers confidently 
anticipate securing a special rate 
from the Canadian Pacific for the 
big party that will leave from tills 
city.

Conversations Now 
Possible 

System Used Between Los 
Angeles and Catalina Island 

New York. June It.—That privacy 
has been made possible In radio tele¬ 
phone conversations through a de¬ 
vice that "scramblc*s“ woYds at the 
sending end so that to anyone listen¬ 
ing in they are unintelligible and 
clarifies the tones to the person for 
whom the message Is Intended. lg 
an announcement made* by ths 
American Telephone and Tels- 
graph Com pater. 

The Invention has been used suc¬ 
cessfully, It was said, over a thirty- 
mile stretch of ocean between Los 
Angeles and Catalina Island. 

The problem of obtaining privacy 
in radio conversation was solved by 
engineers of the Bell eystenx Jt was 
asserted, partly os a result of the 
post-war scarcity of cables for un*» 
deraea use. 

ftinee 1920 

“The wireless talk bridge,” said an 
engineer of the company, “which has 
given satisfactory transmission across 
the thirty-mils gap of water night 
and (Thy since 1920, wm designed to 
permit two-way talking between ths 
mainland and the island. 

"Heretofore talks over the Cata¬ 
lina Island radio link have been 
picked up by amateur receiving sta-. 
tlons in the vicinity. The privacy 
system was designed to remedy this. 
It Is not claimed fthat ths new sys¬ 
tem is absolutely secret. An ingeni¬ 
ous person might devise s set which 
could listen to the system, but such 
a set would be much mors compli¬ 
cated than tha ordinary set. 

"The new radio attachment, before 
putting the messages in the air. will 
distort or ‘scramble’ them, and no 
receiving set which Is not specially 
designed to ‘unscramble’ them con 
obtain anything intelligible, 

Te Avoid Delay 

"At the time the radio apparatus 
was installed a submarine cable could 
have been laid to Join the island and 
ths mainland, which would havo sup¬ 
plied a better grade of service at less 
expense, hut the conditions at that 
time, which grew out of the war. 
were such thst the manufacture of 
cable would have Involved a long de¬ 
lay. 

"The wireless link connects Cata¬ 
lina Island hot only with Las An¬ 
geles but also through the trunk Unee 
of the Bell system with every com¬ 
mercial'centre in the United State#.” 


TO BE NEEDED IN 


Four hundred strong girls who can 
wear overalls, swing a step-ladder 
and are not afraid to climb high, ore 
going to set good out-of-door Jobs 
this seas# in the orchards of the 
Okangan helping to harvest the big 
fruit crop, according to J. D. Mc- 
Nlven. Deputy Minister of Labor, 
who returned to-day from Vernon, 
where he has been discussing the 
labor situation with growers. Many 
collega girls are expected. 

The local supply of labor will be 
enough to handle the crop of early 
small fruits, tAit the 409 or more will 
have to go to the rescue shout the 
end of July when ths big tree fruits 
begin to come in. Mr. McNlven said. 
Outlook is good for an abundant 
crop. v 

Girls will be boarded at the Cold¬ 
stream ranch fruit pickers' camp at 
96 a week, and will be under a ma¬ 
tron and chaperon. They will be 
guaranteed $2 a day as a minimum 
wage. They will get 6 cents a box 
, for all the apple# they can scale off 
1 the trees. Pickets handle from 60 to 
I 120 boxes a day. Arrangements are 
1 I icing made to ensure steady employ¬ 
ment so that girls won’t be out of 
Jobs during the time between crops. 
The fruit harvest will last until late 
In October The girls are to be sent 
through the Ooverrilnent employ¬ 
ment service. 

NO POWER TO SET 
WORKMEN'S,WIGES 

U. S. Supreme Court Rules 
Kansas State Law On Pack- 
Houses Illegal 

Washington. June J2—Th# Kansas* 
law cresting a State Industrial Re¬ 
lations Court was declared uncon¬ 
stitutional by the Supreme Court to¬ 
day so far as It attempted to fix 
wages in packing houses. Chief Jus¬ 
tice Taft, delivering the decision in 
a case bro ught by the Charles Wolff 
Packing Company of Topeka said the 
law In that respect was In conflict 
with the Fourteenth Amendment, and 
deprived the company of its property 
and liberty of contract without due 
process of law. 

“It has nsver been supposed. sln?e 
the adoption of the constitution." he 
declared, “that the business of ths 
butcher, or ths baker, the tailor, the 
woodchopper. the mining operator 
or the miner was clothed with such 
a public Interest that ths price of hla 
product or his wages could be fixed 
by state regulation- 

Liberty of Action. 

Since the adoption of our consti¬ 
tution. one dose not devote one’s 
property or business to the public 
use. or clothe It with a public Inter¬ 
est merely because one make# com¬ 
modities for, and soils to the public 
In the common callings of which 
those above mentioned are Instance#. 
"An ordinary producer, manufac¬ 
turer or shopkeeper may sail or not 
sell m» he likes, and while this fea¬ 
ture doss not necessarily exclude 
businesses from the class clothed 
with a public Interest It usually 
distinguishes privets from quasi- 
public occupations.”

My 
weight here is evenly balanced on both feet, which allows the body to sway. I believe in having all the weight 
on the left font in putting so aa to preclude body away. 

Now In taking the club back for putting. It ia always best to bring it along a level of the ground and not more 
than two inches above. You will see that in the picture at the left I have raised the clubhead some four inches 
above the ground and that I am about to strike the ball on a downward swing, not with ai level or horisontal 
stroke. * ’ 

In putting, the hands and wrists do most of the Mrk, with the right hand acting aa the directing spirit.

Beland said that in the year ending 
March SI laat there were 49.243 dis¬ 
abled pensioners and 19.794 depend-, 
ents In receipt of pensions. 

The amounts paid during the fiscal 
year ended March SI for European 
war pensions wna SSS.0S2.074. In¬ 
cluding Fenian Raid. Kiel Rebellion 
and long service pensions, the total 
paid out was $12,412,242 These 
amounts covered pensions only and 
had no reference to expenditure for 
treatment of disabled ex-soldiers. 

Dr. Telmle Spoke. 

Hon. 8. F. Tolmie said the admin¬ 
istration of pensions had not been 
carried out In the spirit under which 
the Act providing for them had been 
passed, u This was unsatisfactory 
both to pensioners and to the public, 
who demanded that Justice be done 
to the men who went overseas. 

“Wo should." said Dr. Tolmie. 
*nuks an effort to the extent of our 
laat dollar to do justice to these men 
and to restore their usefulness " 

Dr. Tolmie quoted details supplied 
by **msn In Victoria who had made a 
careful study of the question." main¬ 
ly dealing with decisions of the Sol¬ 
diers’ Civil Re-Establishment De¬ 
partment in individual cases and in 
proof of hla argument.

for tenders, which must be sub¬ 
mitted by June 25. 

The proposed Memorial Hall will 
be a stone building, designed to pro¬ 
vide accommodation for the work of 
the Anglican Church In the. cathedral 
parish of the diocese, and also for 
the diocesan administration offices. 
Consideration has been specially 
given to the need for providing for 
the religious education of children 
and young people, a thing which, to 
the church officials of the pariah. Is 
one of the most Important dutle# of 
the present day.
